Halfway House Success 

Initial reports on the Duncan

also are in the process of being 
carried out in modifications, and 
that he was certain the funds 
^vould be adequate. 

Under Cost Figure 

Engineer Grant noted the san¬ 
itary sewer phase, even with 
extensions and added lines, was 
under the $193,000 cost figure. 

The aldermen pointed out that 
last week, when Alderman Bar¬ 
tosiak, chairman of the Special 
Sewer committee, was absent, 
they had no way of knowing de¬ 
tails of the $5969 change order, 
Engineer Grant said it was his 
understanding he was to work 
with the committee on such re¬ 
visions. He was instructed to 
submit detailed reports or to be 
present for sessions whenever 
such change orders are forth¬ 
coming. 

Briefly discussed was the stat¬ 
us of city sewer maps. The en¬ 
gineer said he had a set in his 
possession, but there was no 
specific designation of the type 
of sewer line at East 24th and 
Bromley, and the problem was 
not uncovered until the contrac¬ 
tor started work there. 

Surface Water Problems 

Moerlien was critical of stand¬ 
ing water problems in East 
Granite, suggesting the contrac¬ 
tor could pump the water into 
existing sewers to aid residents 
of the area. 

The engineer pointed out that 
a delay in getting the ditch ease¬ 
ment has stalled the project, but 
that the contractor is working 
full-tilt to complete the channel 
work to open the lines for 
drainage. 

Bartosiak presented a letter 
from HUD, cautioning the city

Education for School 
Dropouts Studied Here 

The education division of' 
Southern Illinois University- 
Southwestern is continually ex¬ 
ploring educational programs 
designed for urban areas. Pro¬ 
fessor Joseph Gore of the edu¬ 
cation faculty investigated such 
a special school in New York 
City recently.

Conference football championship by Madison 
high school. 

Constructive events have seen Granite City 
wards redistricted and an election scheduled on 
whether each ward is to have one or two alddr- 
men; development of southwestern Madison 
county maps showing I 35 industrial sites total¬ 
ing more than 13.000 acres; planning for a 
fourth tenant at the Stephen Maeras Industrial 
Park in Madison; expansion of the Madison 
county sheriff "night rider" deputy staff from 
20 to 30; and preliminary planning for addi¬ 
tional municipal parks in this area. 

Some issues still remain as challenges— 
the United Fund drive, development of a Horse¬ 
shoe Lake park and rejuvenation of downtown 
Granite City, to name only a few. The sad oc¬ 
currences—a fatal fire, fatal traffic mishaps.

An election has arrived and is now history, 
but life goes on, sometimes frustrating but al¬ 
ways interesting and often pleasantly surprising. 
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New Leadership fqr Nation, State; 2-Party 
System Bolstered; Electoral Reform Needed 

Most of the 25 candidates whom the Press- 
Record endorsed were victorious Tuesday in the 
local, Madison county, state and national ballot¬ 
ing. For this we are thankful, and confident 
that governmental reins have been placed in 
good hands. 

The closeness of the presidential election 
hopefully has impressed upon everyone that it is 
essential to revise the present electoral college 
system. 

Many people believe the electoral votes of 
each state should be cast automatically for the 
leading candidate, rather than the process being 
entrusted to individuals chosen as electors. What 
may be an even more serious defect is that, in 
years when there is a strong third or fourth 
party, there is no waiver of the requirement for 
an absolute majority. 

President-elect Richard Nixon avoided an 
immediate period of crisis and uncertainty by 
winning more than the necessary 270 electoral 
majority, but the clear message is that some 
change is necessary. Easiest remedy might be 
deciding the presidency by national popular 
vote, although this could have the disadvantage 
of increasing the impact, and temptation, of 
vote fraud. 

Along with new leadership for America, 
Illinois has obtained new leadership. And the 
two-party system has been given new meaning 
b<4th statewide and in Madison county. Repub¬ 
licans gained dramatically in the number of 
governors and U. S. senators and also edged 
upward in Congress. 

The apparent defeat of the Illinois constitu¬ 
tional convention proposal was disappointing. 
It would appear appropriate now to develop re¬ 
visions of specific constitutional sections for 
submission to voters in 1970. 

In the meantime, government will continue 
under the old constitution, with a Republican 
governor and House speaker and apparently a 
Democrat, Paul Simon, presiding over the Sen¬ 
ate. This rare situation may keep all "on their 
toes" and could benefit the public. 

This state, which loomed large in denying 
Nixon a victory in 1 960, was the one credited 
with putting him over the top this time. Interest¬ 
ingly, Nixon launched his campaign here and 
Governor-elect Richard Ogilvie was the only 
statehouse aspirant in the U. S. to back Nixon 
prior to the Republican convention. 

Pollsters and their vacillation had become 
somewhat annoying by the end of the long 
campaign, but in fairness it must be said that 
they were accurate in forecasting a close out- 
. come. An aspect that remains somewhat dis¬ 
turbing is that they have begun affecting as well

Fast-Growing Quad-City Area Receiving 
Increasing Recognition By Candidates 

As this comment was being written, the 
election returns had not yet been counted. With 
such great interest in the balloting, it may be 
useful to cite it as an illustration of the policy 
followed by this and other newspapers. 

Our Oct. 31 issue recommended the Re¬ 
publican national ticket and our Nov. 4 issue 
gave prominent front page and pictorial cover¬ 
age to the Democratic vice-presidential nominee. 
There was no conflict in this because candidate 
endorsements were presented on the editorial 
page as the opinion of the editor; articles and 
pictures elsewhere in the newspaper were gov¬ 
erned by their news value, and the appearance 
at Granite City high school by Senator Muskie 
was a major local news event. 

The distinction between opinion on the 
editorial page and detached objectivity in the 
news columns probably is fully understood by 
most readers, but soma»still use such words as 
"article”, "editorial”, "letter" and even "ad" 
almost interchangeably. Advertisements, of 
course, are paid for; no other space in the paper 
is or can be purchased. 

Down-the-middle news fairness and equal¬ 
ity is the only way to run a newspaper. Ed¬ 
itorially, comments are given solely on the basis 
of judgment and observation of past and'pres¬ 
ent events; no effort is made on this page to 
give rivals "equal time," but The Forum column 
affords a fully open door for public opinion, 
the only lifhitations on topics of general public 
interest being space, good taste and libel. 

This discussion also brings to mind the fact 
that our growing community is receiving increas¬ 
ing recognition as a place worthy of inclusion 
in campaign itineraries. 

President Truman "whistle stopped" here 
from the back of a train, Candidate Stevenson 
spoke here briefly, President Kennedy gave 
talks in Granite City and Venice, and the 1968 
aspirant for the No. 2 office made a special 
flight here to present a major address. In the 
joking words of Senator Muskie, we are no 
longer being "taken for Granite." 

A related thought is that the 1 500 to 2500 
turnout for the talk at GCHS did not reflect 
apathy, even though a larger attendance had 
been hoped for by Democratic leaders. The 
visit was arranged only several days in advance, 
and a Friday evening is about the busiest time 
of the week for Quad-Cityans. The last-minute 
switch from the football field to the east lawn 
may have confused some prospective listeners. 

A final note is that local Democrats may 
wish to reevaluate the size and timing of their 
election eve motorcade. It no doubt generated 
enthusiasm, but by delaying those going home 
from work on buses and in autos, it may have 
lost as well as attracted votes.
